The following Report, made by George 
A. Keefer, Esq., Resident, Engineer ot the 
Grond Junction Railway, was laid before 
the Board ot Directors ut their last meeting 
und is published by order of the Board :—

As dosirod 1 have made an examination and 
Approximate estimate of the compurative cost 
Of thetwo proposed routes thrvugh the Towa 
of Belleville trom a common polbt on tho 
located line about a quarter of a milo north of 
the Grand Trunk Stytlon,on. the East elde of 
the River Moira to the most favorable point of 
connection with the Waters of the Bay of 
Quinte. 

The line commonly: known)as the Plonadlo 
Btreet or East line,” starting from this point 
crosses tho Grand Trunk Rallway about 1,900 
fovt East of the present station, and pi 
throughthe Tows by foundry and Piunacle 
Btroot at the foot of which we strike the Bay 
of Qainte aud the..commencemont of our 
wharfago, 

‘The other, or as itis commonly known as the 
“ Coleman Street or West line” starting from 
the same polnt, also crossés the Grand ‘rank 
at the same point as the Bastern ne, but boar~ 
log more rapidly to the Weat along the Btreet 
immediately Bouth ofthe Station crosses the 
River Moira on the lipo of Reld Street at La- 
zlor’s Mill and thence by Grove, Coloman and

As to the comparative merits of the two 
lines and Which of the, terminl offer the greatest 
facilities for transhipment and economy of cou- 
struction, the following slatement may assist 
youll determiniog.

Tc may seem to one unacqauloted with the fea~ 
tutes of this portion’ of the Bay front, that the 
distance to our connection with the water is 
greater than deed be, aud that a much shorter 
one might be made, 


Tcan only refer youto the plan of the har- 
bor and soundings takon by me last winter, as 
Weil ag tlie former Ones taken under Mr. Shan- 
ley's directions in “the ‘preceding winter 
by Mr, Rannoy—thoy agree’ 60° closely 
Aunmpe quitecouclusive in establishing tho 
natGre of the bottom, und the depth of water; 
by these you will see (het to make &u connection 
with the water gt tho foot of Coleman’ Btreet 
or by an extension of Fijnt's wharyes aod keep 
the face of our cribwork Jo uw sufficient dopth of 
water, we should be obijged to follow the Iino 
of the Western Obaunel, which beara to the 
East and epters the Hastern or Main Channel 
immedi@tely South of Mill island. The water 
from this Channel, West, to Zwicks') Island; a 
distance of some ¥,UU0 fovt, will only sdverige 
trom three to lonr feet, and the material atthat 
depth is either lodgrated grayel Or rock, and 
Would prove Very expensive, If not Impossible, 
to dredgo or remove; this stoul or bar extends 
far into the bay, and would Brae pwkward io 
extending our cribblog Westward, os would 
be required to be donu to give thy necessary 
Water frontage, and prove more expenwive than 
the additions} length of line to Lewis’ Mill, 
Also injaddition to these objectionable features 
of the case, {tls very probable trom the shape 
that Our Wharflog would assnme to conform 
with tho required depth of wuter that we should 
be required to furnish a draw for a Western en- 
trades tothe ‘river for craft of a ighter draught 
than those loading at our wharves, 

The Bay between Zwicks’ Island and the 
main shore can hardly be made available sooner 
than at the polot selected, os there ls not now 
sufiicient water nor can it be dredged to a suf- 
ficlent depth, as hard material or rock would 
be met with before attaining it. 

Tn addition to this the low ground or mareh 
lylog between Zwicks’ Télandand Filovs Mill 
wil) baye to be crossed, o matter of some ox- 
pense, whother crossed hy eribwork or embank- 
ment, 

As before stated; Zwicks’ Island would when 
graded down to the proper level afford an ex+ 
cellent location for the engine and repair shops, 
wod the matertal ¢xcavated could go to form 
available ground for the névessary embankments 
for sidings through the marsh.

before ten o'clock in the forenoon, the 
various lodges in connection with the 
Orange organization in the city, each 
adorned with numerous banners, all bear~ 
ing the well known figure of the Prince of 
Orange, and each accompanied by an 
instrumental band, were observed entering 
the Green, one after another, aud marching 
in tho direction of the Fleshera’ Haugh, 
where they formed into the order of proces 
sion. The unusual spectacle bad by this 
time altracted to the spot « large concourse 
of people. The various lodrens having been 
put into proper marching order, « move- 
mebt Was made about eleven o'clock to the 
scene of their rendezvous, viz, Cardonald 
Hill, near the Half-Wa: House, a distance 
of about four miles, The procession was 
4n imposing one, and along the entire line 
of route the windows of nearly every house 
were pulled up Lo thelr utmost limit, and 
filled with faces eager to catch o glimpse 
of the brilliant spectacle, Some idea may 
be formed of its magoificance from the 
large number of banners of sll colors which 
floated in the breeze, and from the varie- 
uated sashes, the vrange, of course, pre- 
dominating, which adorned the breasts of 
every Orangeman who took part in the 
demonstration. 

As already mentioned, the procession left 
the Green by the west gate at eleven 
o'clock, preceded by upwards of a dozen 
carriages, mostof which were drawn by a 
pair of horees, and occupied by a number 
of ladies and gentlemen connected with 
the Orange organization.
